SANTA BARBARA, June #.— 
Discussion of Indian affairs at the 
conference of the League of the 
Southwest teday and tonight de- 
veloped into a concerted attack 
on the government Indian policies. 
John Collier, secretary of the 
American Indian Defense Society; 
Mrs. H. A. Atwood, chairman of 
the Indian welfare bureau of the 
General Federation of Women's 
Clubs; Mra. Mary Austi nof New 
York and other speakers criticised 
present and past methods. De- 
nunciation of Indian Bureau poll- 
cles was severe by some of the 
speakers who insisted that an en- 
tirely new policy must be inaugu- 
rated in justice to the Indians. 

NATIONAL CAMPAIGN 

Today's meeting was one of the 
first to be held as part of a na- 
tion-wide campaign directed 
egainst Indian Bureau polictes 
The objective of the campaign is 
to secure a new policy. One of 


}the speakers suggested that it may 


be necessary. in order to cut the 
red tape of the existing system to 
transfer Indian affairs to the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Collier, In an address on “The 
American People and the Ameri- 
can Indian,” criticised the govern- 
thent Indian policies by saying: 

“Behind everything else in the 
problem and tragedy of the Indi- 
an is the traditional attituae of 
the American people toward th 
Indian. That attitude changi 
and therefore there is hope for 
the Indian. 

“Because the people's attitude is 
changing, the un Neled stupidi- 
ties and evils our Indian Bu- 
reau bereaveracy and policies 
are going to be ended. These stu- 
pidities and evils are humilia 
to the intelligence 4 henor 
the United States. t they are 
not the misdoings or stupidities of 
individual officials but the uncon- 
scious wrceng-doings of the white 
race as a whole in Americe. 

“The Bureau of Indian Affairs is 
hardly more savage in its dealing 
with civilized red men than Con- 
gress has habitually been; and jn 
the few cases where local branches 
of government have had power 
over Indians they have used the 
power savagely as a rule, 

“CZAR-LIKE AUTOCRACY” 

“Yes, Indeed, we have the task 
of breaking down the Czar-like au- 
tocracy and the inefficiency—cre- 
ating monopoly of the stagnant and 
savage Bureau of Indian Affairs; 
but we have aleo the task of bring- 
ing our own thought in line with 
modern scientific knowledge about 
the Indians and of Christianising 
our own attitude toward a race of 
men who, in violation of the spirit 
of the Constitution, we are trying 
by coercion ang pe on to 
Christianize. 

“We drove the Indian from his 
hunting grounds, hurling him back 
onto the hunting grounds which 
had been peacefully held by other 
tribes. We made treaties with the 
Indian and broke them. We used 
whisky in place of money to bu» 
from the red man what he could 
sell. The infrequent struggies be- 
tween tribes which had varied the 
peaceful existence of Indians were 
few but they fought bravely but 
hopelessly against the overw 
ing white tide.

Bo far as the Washington organ- 
imation is concernéd, the Indians 
are a secoridary consideration The 
bureau and its processes come first, 
the physical assets of Indians 
come second and the red wards of 
the nation trot along in the dust 
far to the rear. The bureau's rec- 
ord in the case of the Southern 
Piutes, the Polk and Posey band in 
Utah, is typical. 

“From many inetances it be- 
comes apparent that such men as 
Roosevelt, Francie Leupp, Frank- 
lin Lane, Woodrow Wilson. desir- 
ing to help the Indians, were un- 
able to break through the mazes of 
red tape and the walls of en- 
trenched apathy and indifference 
behind which the Indien Bureau 
functions.

Relics Exhumed From Burial Mound at Santa Barbara 


S Continued excavations on Bur- 
ton Mound, the ancient Indian 
burial ground, where but three 
years ago stood the Ambassador 
Hotel, now in ashes, bring to light 
a surplus of relics of the _ tribe 
| which hundreds of years ago peo- 
| pled this section. 

It is estimated that the relics now 
being brought up were buried pos- 
sibly 2000 years ago. Arrange- 
‘ments have been made with the 
Straus interests, owners of the 
mound, to have these researches 
carried on for several months. 

EXERCISE CARE 
| They are being so arranged that 
ne destruction to the highly land- 
acaped grounds results. every foot 
of sod being replaced after the ex- 
eavation has been made. The rel- 
ics consist of Indian skulls, whale- 
bone slabe that were placed over 
the bodies as they were laid in the 
ground, mortars and pesties, a 
sprinkling of shell beads. some 
flint arrowheads and bits of paint 
rock. 
Back of all this excavation is 
really a hunt for more important 
things than these skulie and 
trinkets; in fact, the belief is grow- 
ing that the excavators. who are 
working for the Smithsonian In- 
stitution and an Indian museum 
in New York, may in reality be 
seeking a royal tomb. or as one ex- 
cavator termed it, the grave of the 
chief of the tribe.

PARIS. June 8-—The Interne- 
tional Wine Growers’ Congress 
conducted here under the auspices 
of the French government. ended 
last night with the passing of «a 
set of resolutions declaring war on 
prohibition. 

M. Charon, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, presided at the closing ses- 
sion when Italy, Spain, France. 
Portugal, Switzerland. Austria and 
Belgium resolved that it was of 
vital interest to all the countries 
represented to fight the prohibi- 
tion campaign, that it was equally 
important to adopt a common 
propaganda campaign in favor of 
wine drinking, and that an in- 
ternational wine office should be 
established in Paris. or in Switzer- 
land, to carry out these provisions.

WHERE OUR TAXES GO 

After all, in spite of the extravagance in 
civil administration and the logrolling in 
appropriations, it is war that is the great- 
est of national luxuries, the most expen- 
sive of governniental contributions to the 
cost of living. Out of every $100 that we 
pay over in taxes to the Federal govern- 
ment $73.33 goes to pay for wars, past or 
apprehended. The Veterans’ Bureau takes 
almost $10, the pension list more than $6, 
the current expenses of the departments 
of defense nearly $23, and the public debt 
—almost entirely the legacy of war—eats 
up some $34. That leaves only $27 for 
every other imaginable expense of govern- 
ment. It is true, however, that the money 
paid as State, county and municipal taxa- 
tion—which is nearly as great as the Fed- 
eral revenue—goes almost wholly for the 
things of peace, so the situation is not 
quite so dreadful as it at first appears.—
